Because oo the Governor's 
squabble with the University Sys- 
tem, numerous national publica- 
tions and newspapers all over the 
country have sent special corre-

All the while the Governor has 
remained stolid. He has repeated 
time. after time that he never 
would have Dr. Cocking bac~ in 
the University System, no matter 
what happened. He has never 
gone before the Southern Associa- 
tion or appealed to it any way. 

At one session of the Board of 
Regents, just before the meeting 
of the investigating committee in 
Atlanta, the Governor read a 
statement in which he said he rec- 
ognized that he had run afoul of 
some of the best practices.of the 
association and authorized the re- 
gents to do what they thought was 
proper to save the University Sys- 
tem. But he would not stand for 
the committee to do anything that 
was necessary. Later, he said he 
was not recanting in his position. 

Yesterday, the Governor had 
little to say about the decision of 
the association. He said he hoped 
the Atlanta newspapers were sat- 
isfied. He said he was glad “the 
degrees of the university students 
are not affected by the ruling and 
will not be.” | 

He was asked to explain what 
he meant by the statement that the 
degrees would not be affected. He 
was asked if he was taking the 
best possible thing that could hap- 
pen—that the association would 
meet next year and lift its ban— 
and basing his statement on that. 
He was asked if he would stay 
away from meetings of the Board 
of Regents in the future and steer 
clear of political interferences. 

The Governor reared back in his 
swivel chair and said that was his 
statement and he did not care to 
elaborate on it, 

The Governor said he had not 
heard from Chairman Sandy 
Beaver, although Beaver arrived 
in Atlanta about 10 o’clock yes- 
terday morning and remained un- 
til he left for Gainesville by bus 
at 1:30 o’clock yesterday afternoon. 

The Governor said, however, he 
had just approved payment for 500 
copies of “Brown America,” 500 
copies of “Calling America” and 
500 copies of “We Sing America.”

We expect 
every student who has not gradu- 


ated by next September to come 
back and remain loyal to this in-' 
stitution. Meanwhile, we. believe | 
the people of Georgia will not let 
us down,” 

Never Give Up. 

B. C. Gardner, another student 
leader, said: 

“Frankie Sinkwich has 
been known to give up when it | 
looked as if the Bulldogs were 
about to be beaten.

as we were going through a 
rainy spell. And, as we are at 
present under canvas, out r 
what used to be a pasture, i 
doesn’t take much rain to make 
a lot of mud, especially here in 
England, where the ground is 
mostly red clay. So, thanks a 
million! 


“I hope you are not too fussy 
and object to this pencil scrawl. 
But the pens we have in the 
transport office are those sharp- 
pointed ones, and I just can’t get 
along with them. Anyhow, a 
pencil slips over the paper so 
much easier. 


“It has been a year last Au- 
gust since I landéd here and I 
don’t think anyone would be at 
all peeved if things would soon 
come to a head and let us get it 
over with. This continuous 
training, and doing the 
things over and over again fi- 
nally gets a fellow’s goat. But 
at that, I’m not as bad off as 
boys in the rifle companies. 
They’ve got to doa lot of 
something I’m not 
overly fond of doing. I’m in the 
transport section of the bat- 
talion and push a truck around. 
There are times when that is not 
so hot, especially night driving, 
when one isn’t allowed any 
lights at all. We drivers will 
develop cat’s eyes, or else not 
have any eyes at all by the time 
this conflict is over. 

“Our training over here con- 
sists largely of transporting 
troops from one part of the 
island to another, and taking up 
defense positions. We just got 
through an eight-day maneuver 
in which about 500,000 troops 
took part. We covered ailot of 
country, and saw quite a bit of 
England, and some of these old 
historical spots are quite inter- 
esting. 

“Things have been very quiet 
here for a long time, and not 
like it was last fall when the 
son-of-a-gun was over here day 
and night blasting things high, 
wide and handsome, We have 
only suffered two casualties 
through enemy action. One cook 
was killed when a bomb drop- 
ped on the cookhouse, and an- 
other was killed while on leave 
in Glasgow. He happened to be 
there just when Jerry took a 
notion to blitz the city. I went 
through a couple of air raids on 
London, 
fussy about going through an- 
other. Don’t let anyone tell you 
they’re not afraid of a blitz, 
because those bombs would 
scare anyone, and no foolin’, 

“We just got in a bunch of 
Canadian mail, and I got two 
letters from home, which helps 
to cheer things up. Canadian 
mail is quite an event, and 
everyone crowds around ea- 
gerly waiting for his name to 
be called. There are lots of 
smiles and a lot of disappoint- 
ed looks, when it is all sorted 
out. | 

“Incidentally, I haven’t told 
you where I come from yet. My 
home is in southern Alberta, in 
a beautiful little summer resort 
called Waterton Lakes Park. It 
joins onto Glacier National Park

NEW YORK, Dec. 4.—(4)— 
Though the absence of a stand- 
out team on the Pacific coast 
caused the average attendance to 
take an amazing tumble in that 
section, the rest of the country 
has just waded.through the most 
prosperous football season on rec- 
ord. Athletic treasuries should be 
bulging like corn country silos. 

A study of home attendance fig- 
ures for 74 of the nation’s leading 
gridiron foundries reveals an av- 
erage increase of 4 per cent over 
last year, despite the west coast’s 
drop of nearly 19 per cent for its 
38 principal games. 

The fall madness struck a new 
high in the south, where the 
crowds averaged 15 per cent high- 
er than in 1940, In the southwest 
the figures leaped 10 per cent, in 
the east 9 per cent and in the 
sprawling midwest over 2 per cent, 
with the Big Nine shattering all 
records,

Frankie Sinkwich, the boy with 
the broken jaw from Georgia. 
Sinkwich had run for 1,038 yards 
and passed for 518 up to his final 
game against Georgia Tech last 
Saturday. Unofficial figures on 
that game credited him with 64 
on the ground and 195 by ses 
for a total of 1,815, which would 
give him second in total offense 
and leave him well ahead as the 
leading rusher at 1,102. 


PRICE REPEATS. 

Owen Price, of Texas Mines. 
Price became the only individual 
to lead a statistical classification 
both this year and last. The top 
punter of 1940, he booted one 50- 
yard spiral last week to nose out 
Steve Lach, of Duke, by a fraction 
for punting supremacy with a 
45.33-yard average per boot. Price 
also finished second as a passer, 
tying O’Brien’s 1937 completion 
mark at 93. 

Henry Stanton, of Arizona.

MORE DIRECT METHOD WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—Presi- 


dent Roosevelt's polite but blunt- 
ly worded request to the Japanese government -for an explanation 
of the greatly increased armed force it is sending to Indo-China 
jumping off place for an attack on Siam, the Burma Road and 
Singapore—indicates that he has reached a decision to use more 
direct methods in dealing with the Far Eastern situation. 

Heretofore the policy of the State Department, while firm 
enough in the position we have taken, has been one of deliberate 
leniency in treating with the Japanese. 

We have leaned over backward in an effort not to antagonize 
the situation unnecessarily. The various moves, chiefly economic, 
we have made to forestall further Japanese aggression in the 
Pacific have been undertaken without fanfare. We allowed our 
actions to speak louder than words. In doing so we hoped to avoid 
inflaming the Japanese people and embarrassing the Tokyo govern- 
ment with open demands, 


NO DENUNCIATION Mr. Roosevelt himself was the leading 


exponent of this palicy. In the sev- 
eral world-widé broadcasts he has made during recent months on 
war developments, not once has he referred to Japan by name. 
All of his vitriolic denunciation of the nations responsible for the 
present world conflagration was reserved for Japan’s two Axis 
partners, Germany and Italy. | 
But if any tangible results have been achieved by such a policy 
they are not immediately recognizable. At the very time we were 
conducting negotiations in the latest effort to bring about a settle- 
ment of the problem, Japan was sending large reinforcements to 
Indo-China. As the President pointed out in announcing the formal 
request he had made for an explanation, this showed a lack of 
evidence of good faith. 


WITH WAR PENDULUM With intermittent regularity we 


have passed from one Pacific 
crisis to another—all seeming to come with the rise and fall of 
German war fortunes. When the Nazi armies are on the march, 
the Japs begin making warlike moves affecting our interests in the 
Pacific. When doubt appears of an ultimate Hitler victory, the 
Tokyo government pulls in its horns. 

There is no longer cause for the slightest doubt as to Japan’s 
ambitious aims for dominating Asia. American,and British gov- 
ernment heads have long been convinced that she plans to set her- 
self up as the dominant race in the Orient. Hitler has dangled this 
dream of empire before Japanese statesmen as a means of drawing 
them actively into the war on the side of the Axis. If the Axis 
wins, the Japs have been led to believe they will be given a free 
hand in. the Orient—the same role there that Hitler has mapped 
out for Germany in Europe. 

But for the strong position we have taken against any moves 
which threatened our interests—both economic ‘and the flow of 
important strategie materials needed for our defense production 
program—there is little doubt that the Japs already. would have 
been at war with Great Britain. The shadow of our intervention 
has caused them to resist pressure from Germany. If Russia had 
fallen, according to the original Hitler time-table, probabilities are 
that even our threatened intervention would not have been suffi- 
cient to maintain peace in the Pacific. | 


THE TIME HAS COME President Roosevelt, knowing all of 


this and more, evidently feels that 
the time has come to deal with the situation more boldly. He 
has been convinced all along that the Japanese were bluffing, but 
whether they are or not he has shown signs of becoming impatient 
with their tactics. The business of meeting a new crisis every 
few months is wearing on governmental nerves, particularly when 
our major foreign interest lies with events in Europe. 

The President’s action with respect to the Tokyo government, 
therefore, was designed to hasten a definite turn in the Pacific 
question one way or another. Japan can push the crisis to a break- 
ing point by replying evasively or rejecting the United States’ right 
to question her intentions, or pave the way for a diplomatic truce 
by answering in such a manner as to leave room for discussion of 
withdrawal of her forces menacing Siam, Singapore and the Dutch 


East Indies. 
‘kK The effect of what Mr. Roosevelt has 
BPReCy OF Moye done is to indicate that the United States 
does not consider it worth while, to continue diplomatic negotia- 
tions with the Japanese for a peaceful settlement unless her gov- 
ernment gives some tangible proof of its peaceful intentions. 
Implications of the Japanese move in sending large air, naval 
and army reinforcements to French Indo-China are not confined 
to a violation of her original agreement with the Vichy government 
at the time permission was obtained for basing her troops there. 
It places a considerable Japanese force in a position to threaten 
the Malay Peninsula, the Dutch East Indies, the Philippines, and 
even Australia, by using Siam as a jumping-off striking base. We 
get our rubber, our tin and other vital materials out there.

Somehow, Dickens seems to have lived so long ago that it is . 
startling to recall that it was not until 1933. that the last of Dickens’ 
children died. He was Sir Henry Fielding Dickens. He was in- 
jJured in a traffie accident just before Christmas in 1933 and died in 
a hospital. 

His widow and his children then gave 
this story of Our Lord written by Dickens 

| would like to quote the first paragraph of that story. I won't 
because it is too fine to use before the readers of the newspaper 
have a chance to have the whole chapter. It is so simple, so moving, 
so beautiful, you realize all at once what made Charles Dickens the 
great writer he was in his time and why he was able to write for:

In his time most writers were using great long ‘sentences and 
many flowering phrases. Charles Dickens wrote simply, in short 
words, in brief sentences. 


THE CHRISTMAS CAROL We realize, on reading this story 

| of Our Lord, why Dickens could 
write his famous “Christmas Carol.” He had a deep, religious sense 
and .feeling. He had a great sentiment for the Christmas festival, 
finding in it the real spirit of the festival. 

After reading this story he has written of the life of Jesus of 
Nazareth, you will want to reread the Christmas Carol. It will 
have a deeper meaning. 

Those fortunate enough to, have children will want to read 
this story aloud to them. They will understand the simple, moving 
language in which it is written. No one understood, before this 
story was written, what attitude Dickens had foward his own 
children. His, son, the one who died in 1933, said in an article 
published three days after his own death, that the public had 
never known this religious side of his father. 

Dickens began work on this story in between times while at 
work writing -“‘Dombey and Son” and ‘‘David Copperfield.”

In giving them the Story he gave 
to the whole world a story to keep in their hearts.

Our machine age, with its sky armies, has revolutionized ware 
fare. War is no more deadly, but more wasteful. It enlists all the 
resources of a nation. Every home and factory is in the war zone. 
The men who make machines are as necessary to national safety as 
the soldiers who operate them. Every worker is a part of national 
defense, 

Yet we follow the ancient custom, established under different 
conditions, and draft only the men who use the weapons. We dare 
not draft the men who make them, because the affcients didn’t do it. 

Consider the matter of strikes: The right to strike is inviolate~— 
if it doesn’t injure or endanger the public. A man is not free if he 
isn’t free to stop work. But aren’t soldiers free men, too? Surely 
they share all the rights of free men, yet they can’t quit. If they 
attempt it, they are imprisoned or shot. 

This, too, is a custom established by necessity; for the nation 
must be preserved, and the safety of everybody is more important 
than the rights of one man. 

It is the nation that preserves and insures the rights of every 
citizen. Therefore all rights depend upon the nation’s safety, and 
there can be no rights that endanger the nation. 

If men can refuse to give,the service their nation needs, it means 
that a few are free to destroy the nation that belongs to all.

Baby’s Smile Analyzed 


It’s Reflex Movement 
When a baby smiles, 
‘firtn or from an uncontrallable re- 
flex? 
An article in the magazine Hy- 
igeia has this to say about babies: 
“Observation with a movie cam- 
era has recorded that young in- 
fants often smile in their sleep, 
but seldom when they are awake 
unless the skin around the zone 
near the mouth is gently stroked. 
The smile seen on the baby during 
‘sleep is thought to be of reflex ori- 
‘gin, an unconscious act of which 
the baby may be entirely unaware. 
It should be remembered that the 
;}mouth and lips are the most sen- 
'sitive parts of the body in early 
infancy. Stimuli in this area, from 
within and without, are readily re- 
ceived and the. reflex movement 
of some of the facial muscles re- 
spond to produce the smile.”
